Captain  Eyro  M.  Shaw,  Chief  of  tho  Lou- 
don Fire  Department,  now  visiting  in  this 
country,  give*  a  nutntxr  of  interesting  facto 
with  regard  to  the  »yslom  and  material  for 
fire  protection  in  use  in  Loudon. 

—  o  .Ma.  u  be  protected  Is  one  hundred 
and  twouty-one  •quaro  miles.  The  force 
employed  numbers  flvo  hundred  and  thirty- 
en  and  officers  of  all  grades,  one-third 
of  tho  number  doing  duty  by  day,  and  two- 
thirds  by  night,  each  sot  working  twelve 
hour*.  Tho  equipment  of  the  deportment 
comprises  fifty-three  Und  tiro  engines,  ono 
hundred  and  twenty  one  fire  escape  en. 
glues,  threo  floating  steam  Are  engine*, 
three  largo  land  firo  engines,  thirty-five 
small  (loom  land  firo  ougincs,  two  steam 
tugs,  four  barges,  tw&nty-ulno  hoso  earls, 
fifteen  vans  and  two  trollies. 

The  movable  laud  stations  nro  largo  wis 
that  are  takon  to  a  designated  si>ot  evory 
night  at  eight  o'clock,  oacb  one  drawn  by 
four  horse*.  Tho  horses  are  than  returned 
to  the  engine-house  to  which  they  belong. 
They  ore  sent  the  next  morning  at  eight 
'clock  to  felch  tho  vans  back.  In  eaoh  van 
1  an  engine  and  a  nitmbor  of  mon,  who  ore 
always  ready  to  attend  a  firo  In  tbo  iutnto- 
diatu  neighborhood  where  the  van  Is  sta- 
tioned. The  department  is  forced  to  dm 
these  movable  stations  on  account  of  the 
cost  of  building  permauout  stations.  The 
0  does  net  loavo  its  place,  hut  depends 
npon  Its  length  of  hose  to  roach  a  fire. 

The  tyslcm  of  telegraph  alarm*  fifty. threo 
telegraph  line*  with  forty-four  "call 
points"  or  alarm  boxes,  and  seven  telephoue 
lines.  Tho  intention  is  to  replace  all  the 
telegraph  lines  with  telephone  lines.  Tho 
city  is  divided  into  fonr  tortious  or  firo  dis- 
tricts, each  with  a  central  office,  coiuuiuui- 
itingwith  headquarter*.  Tho  aroa  cor. 
«d  is  so  groat  that  a  singlo  system  like 
that  of  Kew  York  would  not  answer. 

Captain  Shaw  was  greatly  interested  with 
tho  method  employed  in  New  York  city  of 
loosing  the  horses  from  tbeir  stalls  by  elec- 
tricity on  the  sounding  of  an  alarm,  and 
automatic  harnessing.  The  Loudou 
horses  stand  in  their  (tails  harnessed, 
the  London  firemen  are  given  a  two-months' 
oof  instruction  and  syatemalio  drilling 
before  they  ore  sent  out  for  actual  service. 
The  department  has  discarded  rubber  boso 
entirely,  and  uso  •'fabrio  boso,"  wbi<" 
much  lighter,  costs  one-third  as  much,  and 
lasts  three  times  as  iong.  It  is  manufac- 
tured at  Dundee.
